Verdict the Occasion of Re- 
newed Demonstrtlons 
Against the Jews.

Itenncs, Sept. 9.— Tlio second court- 
martial on Gai)t. Dreyfus lias, by 5 voles 
to 2, found him guilty as charged of 
divulging secrets of the French war de- 
partment, and sentenced him to ten 
years' imprisoimiont. 

M. Demango, counsel for the prisoner, 
concladcd his address at 11:35 .a.m. to- 
day. His • peroration was a splendid 
piece of oratory. His voice thundered 
tlirougii the court nnd echoed outside, 
wliore oillcers and troopers stationed In 
court yards around the entrance, -iverG 
standing on tip-too to catch a glimpse 
of tile speaker. Inside the hall many 
Of the audience were moved to tears. 
The speech was very skilfully arranged 
and WIS devoted to demolishing, stone 
by stone, tlie edifice built by the general 
.stair, going over every point brought up 
in the bordereiiu, and refuting the argu- 
ments of Geuerula Mercier anil Rogot. 
Ho proceeded: 

" i\Iy task is now accomplished. It is 
for you to do yours. I pray God," ex- 
claimed counsel, lifting his nnns tov/ards 
Iiciivon, " I pray God that you -will re- 
stor.? to our t>ountry the concord of 
which she has so much need." Then 
turning to the audience, in which every 
eye was fixe<l upon him, Demnnge added: 
" In conclusion aa to you, whoever you 
may be, Frenchmen, be you with mo or 
against, I say to all, wo are Frenchmen. 
I.ct us then bo united in the common 
sentiment of love of country, love of 
justice, an<l love of the army." 

As he reached this climax, counsel's 
voice swelled like the tones of an organ, 
and tlie close of his impassioned speech 
was followed by an outburst of ap- 
plause, whicli was immediately s\ip- 
pressed li.v the president. 

Labori tlion said lie did not desire to 
speak. Major Carriere, liowover, claimed 
t.he riglit to reply. 

When the court resumed its session 
after a brief adjournment, tlie govern- 
ment^ commissary began bis reply. 
" Weigli tlie iniporliuice of tlie two 
categories of witnesses— tho.se for nnd 
tlui.se against the prisoner; weigh the 
imiiorlance and judge in all the inde- 
pendence of your cliaracler anil all the 
strength of soldier'^. Proof is over.v- 
where. Tlie lioiir of supreme decision 
liiis smmdeil. France awaits your judg- 
ment. I also wait, conlidently and fully 
niaintaining the conclusions already an- 
iioiinced. I demand the application of 
article 70 of the penal code and article 
207 of tlie military code." Tlie speech 
of the coniinissary caused a sensation in 
court. 

M. neniange arose to reply, with his 
voice hoarse from fatigue. He said: 
" The government commissary, in re- 
minding yon of the text of the law, has 
also reminded us of what we already 
know — nainel.v, that you are only an- 
swerable to your oouacionces an<l God 
for your verdict. This is my last word 
in the case. I feel that as men of 
honor and loyalty and as military 
judges you ivill never admit as proofs 
the liypotheses and presumptions ad- 
vanced liere, consequently my last word 
is the same I spoke .this morning, nnd 
I have coiilidencc In you because you 
are soldiers." 

Col. .TonaiiHte, president of the court, 
asked Dreyfus if he had anytliing fn 
add. The prisoner, in voire choked 
with emotion, declared he had only '>ne 
thing to say, but of that lie was per- 
fectly assured. He said: "I alllnii he- 
fore my country nnd tlie army that I am 
innocent. My sole aim has been to 
save the lienor of my name, the name 
borne by my children. I liave suffered 
live years of the most abominable tor- 
ture.' At last I feel assured tliat I am 
about to attain my desir^^ through your 
loynlty and justice."

I.sno, the court-mnrttal 6f"'th'e lOth 
llegion Army .Gorjis^, deliberating, behin d 
dosed doors, the' prroiaTOt:imt' the fol- 
lowing question: "'Is Alfrofl Dreyfus, 
brevet captain, 14th Regiment 'of Artil- 
lery, probationer on the gononil slnfT, 
guilty of having in 1894 entered into 
machinations or held relations with n 
foreign power 'or one of its agents, to 
indnco it to'' fommit ''hostility or under- 
take war against France, or procure it 
the means therefore by delivering tlu;

As it Is, the public takes little interest 
m the matter, the general idea bring to 
get it settled as soon as possible without 
liurting Canada's pride. 

A representative here of the A.ssociat- 
cd Press learns from a good source that 
the tentative agreement provides for 
Canada having a free port on the Lynn 
Canal, but without entailing any recog- 
nition by the Americans of sovereignty. 
This is to be in force until the boundno' 
line is adjusted, the United States gov- 
ernment adhering to its claim that it 
must be dolimitwl from mountain ton to 
mountain top. 

In return for this free port concession 
the United States will, It is said, gain 
additional privileges for New England 
hshermen, including the bank rights 
stoutly advocated by Congressman Ding- 
loy. 



SULTAN SAVES MONEY.

The judgment was read to Dreytns in 
an adjoining room' bj the clork of the 
court, M. Ooupers.

As the people cmer]^c<l from the court 
poiMH the gendarmes liept tbeni mbying 
awsj-.

It was reported tills eveninR that a.s 
Dreyfu.*! has been condcnitted to ten 
ycurR* (lotcntion, and ns he has already 
sulfurod five years' solitary imprison- 
ment, which' coiuits aa double the ordin- 
ary d^tontloii, lie will be released at the 
end of a -fortniglit. In the meanwhile, 
unlesM tlie president of the republic par- 
dons liim, which many thiak ur being 
fhe only solution of the present situation, 
Drcyftis will haye to he desradod here 
aRflin witbin eight days.

Meanwhile a tragedy was being enact- 
ed In the little Tooui off the court room 
where Dreyfus listened to the reading of 
the verdict. He had been toUl the result 
by lii.s lawyers and had wept bitterly, 
but when in the pro.senc(! of the ol'l' ials 
of the conrt-martinl lie listened Impiiss- 
ively li> the sentence. . Hi.s wife, who 
-was waiting in torture ;iiul suspense at 
her house, here thi" news Wravely, and 
when vijiitiug her husband tliis afternoon 
showed onlookers who were in Uie 
8tro<'tK no sigii of her suffering as she 
walked from her carriage to the prison. 

Mnthieu Dreyfus was not present in 
court this afternoon, hut visited his 
•brother after the verdict had been ten- 
dered. He found him perfectly calm 
and without any luaiiife.station of .snr- 
pri.se at the finding of the court. The 
prisoner simply shrugged his sliotildera, 
uttering an esprcs.sive " Ahl" as he em- 
braced his brother. Aa the latter was 
prnparing to leave he said: "Console 
jny wife." ^ 

'Phe general belief is that Dreyfus will 
be pardoned, but this will not satisfy bis 
friends, who vehemently declare that 
■Ihoy will refuse to accept the verdict, 
.anil will continue the battle until the 
judgment is reversed. The verdict they 
say is directed more against .lews than

A CHECK TO .TAMAICA. 

Imperial Government Will Not Permit 
Proposed Treaty With United 
States. 

From the'tToronto Globe, 

Ottawa, Aug. 30.— According to advlues 
from KluKBton, Jamaica, Mr. John W. Kas- 
•on, for the United States, aud the Jamai- 
can fitflegatea, who were In Wasblngtoa and 
OltAwa 'early in July, have negotiated n 
reciprocity treaty between the republic and 
the ■colony, whereby. It is statml, tlio 
United States is to reduce the duty on 
sugars by i2'^ per cent., and to remove 
from oranges, citrus fruits and pineapples 
ao per-cent. of the present tariff. Jamaica, 
In return, will surrender Import duties on 
American Roods to the amount of $li;ii,00() 
«uiiually. Doubtless this despatch wi I 1)0 
received with some apprehension by ( ana- 
dlaii exporters, who of late have been •.■.ork- 
!r.g up a hlglily successful trade wlfi the 
Island of Jamaica, but tliere need 1 no 
fear that the Jamaica government Mill be 
permitted to put Into force any recii -oi^iil 
ngreement whch will dlserbnlnate n-^ ilnst 
Canada. Before the Jamaicans had evi n ar- 
rived in Washington Sir Itlcbard Cart- 
wilght became cognizant of the arrange- 
ment which was proposed by the United 
States. The Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce communicated with Illglit lion. 
Joseph Chamberlain, and pointed out tluit 
■Canada Is subsidizing the IMcUford .t Rlaclt 
line of steamships plying between J:\malcii 
St. John and Halifax, and that the United 
States was doltig nothing to aid in increas- 
ing the prosperity of the Ishuid, hut was, 
on the contrary, trying ;o moiiDpiiIIze the 
Whole Import trade ot the Island. Mr. 
Ohaipberlaln's answer was terse aud for- 
cible. It was to the effect that the Im- 
perial government would advise Her Ma- 
jesty to disallow any Jamaican-American 
treaty that would discriminate against Can- 
ada In the slightest degree. The cable from 
Kingston, prlated In to-day's newspapers, 
slates that "the agreement is sore to he as 
dlstastef;:! to t!ie lirlllsli inaiiiifacturers as 
the United States cpncesslon will he to the 
American sugar planters and orange grow- 
ers, but Jamaica's prosperity lias had ti< 
bo consulted and the colonial ofllce Is ioiik- 
iug to sal)sldize(I steamship lines to nullify 
the iirrangomcm 's elTrcl prejudicial to lirlt- 
ish intiTcsls. " It is evident that the 
.lainaica giiviTtiiiicp.! is In Igieiraiice of Mr. 
("liamlierlala's (li'ti-niiliiatii)n on tin- ipies- 
lldii, but it Is i-ntli'T eiirliMis that the iniMii- 
hers of the gnveriiiiiiMil nf ihr.

The second ■ largest Indian cuiioe In Brit- 
ish Coluiiibhi, If not on the I'licllle Coast, 
Is now hauled out on tlie tide llat fill on 
Iflrst Avenue South. It Is a stunner, con- 
sidering, it is made entirely out of a single 
big cedar tree. 

"Wo could cross the ocean In that 
cunoc," said the owner this morning In very 
good Englfah. "It will hold mure than lOU 
people, and is the largest cauoe but one 
in all our couulry," 

The big canoe is but one out of about 
a Bcore of large canoes that belong to the 
Fort Uupert and West Coast ludlans of 
Vaucouver Island. Tlieio are 'Jud or 300 
Fort IJuperts here and a good many from 
the West Coast. 

Fort Uupert Is on the uorthera end of 
Vancouver Island and the Indians now here 
were eighteen days on the voyage. With a 
good fair wind they can go I'.IO miles a day 
and could, therefore, accomplish the almost 
1000 mile voyage la eight or ten days. 
However, they do not always got fair wind. 

The big cauoe Is a new one, made this 
summer, it Is about lUt.T llve feet long 
ami seven to eight feet ac-os?. The Indians 
say there arc ;ve:i M|;ger ce.'ar tices than 
the one from which the canoe was 
made. These Indians have been coiulug 
here ever slnci> the lirst hojis were plaiiteil. 
They always look for a sound tree for a 
canoe, one without any rotten [larls or 
knot holes about It. The Indian owner 
hired a number ot other Indians and made 
the cauoe where the tree fell, then skidded 
It into tile water. He considers it worth 
J300 or ?400. 

War canoes of these Northern Indians 
used to create a good deal of terror in the 
minds of the first settlers. There hre old 
gray-iieaded patriarchs In the camp to-day 
wiio doubtless have In the past taken part 
in many a raid on the Sound Indians and 
possibly In some of Ihe few attacks made 
on tlie early settlers. 

The Fort Ilnperts are headed by a Chief 
named Harris, and among the men are sev- 
enil who ttilk very good Kugllsh. One of 
these reiiiarltcd that he hail not been to 
Seattle since before the big lire and the 
town was not like It «as then. Now it Is 
a gri'iit big place; he would scarcely know 
It. The Indians have been In camp two or 
three days and have so far not been mo 
lestcd by the "cultus" white man. us they 
coil the bad element. The Intelligent In 
dian referred to above said that Seattle was 
three times better than the British Colum- 
bia towns are, for the "cnltus" men up 
there are very bad. 

The Fort Uupert Indians have not a very 
big collection ot baskets and mats and 
curios, hut next year they say they will 
come with a good supply, as they are more 
In demand this year than for a long time. 

One old patriarch who has not yet put 
aside his auelent custom ot Indian dress 
was engaged In painting and striping a new 
totem pole this morning. He was dressed 
In only an old cotton shirt with nn old 
blanket around Ills middle, but was iiaiid- 
liug a small bristle brush with as steady a 
liand as a great painter. 

One. of the Intelligent Indians vouch- 
safed the remark that the totem was "cul- 
tus," no good, as the maker wanted too 
much money, for It, $10. ,'Ehe totem was 
about four feet long and 'represented the 
families of the bear, beaver and the eagle 
in the order named, counting from the base 
upward. These four animals are very com- 
mon In the ciirvlngg of the modern Indians 
aud some one of thorn are held, sacred li.v 
family. Above the representations 
of these animals were a nnuilier of other 
allegorical ligures that were not easily 
traceable. 

large band of Fort Kupcrts are bound 
for William Cochrane's hop yards on Wlilte 
river, but the hops will not be ready for 
picking for two or three weeks yet. Thev 
have contracted to pick for f 1 a box.

The News- Advertiser says that, all 
that was meant by the speeches at 
Nanaimo was " that the government 
might go a little faster in its present 
direction."

Mr. Cotton is an ambitious 
iudiviiluul. It is not sutlicient fpr him 
to be the virtual premier of the province, 
to receive the moneys of the province 
and to expend them; but he must needs 
become the general manager of all the 
metalliferous mines. Besides this, when 
air. ^\'. W. B. Mclnues calls upon the 
workingmeo to take the law into their 
ovvn hands and defy both the Imperial 
.and the Federal governments, Mr. Cot- 
ton's paper tells the public that such 
jjemonstrations as this are only meant 
to hurry the government forward In Its 
chosen course. 

Mr. Cotton claims that the gOTcru- 
ment is fighting an organized oligarchy. 
This is false and he knows it, but it 
-suits liis present purpose to say so. He 
has been most anxious to make friends 
with what he, calls "the organized 
oligarchy." When he sought to get Mr. 
llelmcken to enter the government 
he did so in the hope that he would 
thereby secure the support of the gentle- 
men whom be wishes the public to 
understand constitute this oligarchy. 
When all tlio truth is told of the schemes 
to ■v\'hich this dangerous man resorted in 
•order to save his politicul bacon, the 
worldngmen of Britisli Columbia will 
know how m-uch of a friend he is of 
theirs, and how little sincere he is in his 
pretensions to be the champion of their 
interests. He lias been engaged in his 
old game of running with the hare and 
hunting with the hounds. While he has 
'been posing as the friend of organized 
labor and declaring that he Intended to 
Jrame the policy of the goveniracnt 
solely in their interests, he has been 
secretly intriguing with great linanciul 
concerns for their support, ready at any 
moment to sell out the workingmen, if 
the other people would take him up.

Wlien 
one lays down Cooper's novels, he is 
apt to be fidl of a feeling o£ regret that 
such a noble race of beings were not 
allowed to remoln in control ot cliia 
continent, and so those people who have 
olitu'ined their ideas of the Boors from 
modern novels are apt to shed tears of 
sympathy, because they are not permit- 
ted to occupy one of the finest portions 
of the world, where there is room for 
millions of people, a land which can con-

The best 
thing that could possibly be done with 
the Boers is to convince them of the 
exceedingly small part they are entitled 
to play in the world, unless they improve 
thenisolves morally, socially, industrially 
and etlucationally. At present the Boer 
shuns ' civilization just as the Indian 
shunned It, and those who know him 
best will tell you that it is a compliment 
to him in his normal state to class him 
with a decent Indian. What he needs 
is to have progressive ideas knocked into 
liim in some way. If it is not to be 
done by biUlets, let us hope that after 
the Uitlanders have become enfran 
chised, it will be by ballots. 

THE LESSON OF A DEATH. 

A young girl was found drowned on 
the beacli a few days ugo, and her fam- 
ily had not known ot her whcrealiouts 
since some time during the previous day 
and had, as far as is known, made no 
in(iuirieB about her. Commenting upon 
his, a person, whose position entitles 
what he says on such a subject to much 
weight, said this lack of knowledge ai 
to her whereabouts was not so surprising 
!is it might sueiu, for very miiuy parents 
iu Victoria do not know whore tlieir chil- 
dren are at night. The same evening 
three young misses, who were certainly 
not more than 15, and were innocent- 
looking, well dressed and attractive 
wore parading Government street, having 
what they probobly thought was inno- 
cent fun, the fun consisting of attract- 
ing the attention of men who were pass- 
ing .by, and pretending to be unconscious 
of having done so. Doubtless the par- 
ents of these young people did not know 
what they were doing. The public streets 
of a city are' no place for young girls to 
1)0 sauntering after nightfall. If it is 
true that any considerable number of 
parents in Victoria do not know where 
their daughters are at night, the sooner 
there is a change In this matter the bet- 
ter. Here is a topic which we suggest 
to the city clergymen as ot infinitely 
greater importance than what Ezekiel 
meant by some involved figure of 8i>eech 
or the possible application to the affairs 
of the present day of something which 
Elijah said ^o somebody. The death of 
Katie Bruno Is a better text for a Sun- 
day discourse than many that cmu be 
t'oiind between tlie covers of the Bible. 

.A.bout all .that is known of this young 
girl is that though not IC years of age 
she lived a life apart, in a measure, 
from those surrounding her. No matter 
what is tlie theory of lier deatli, this Is 
evident from the facts. Now, we maiu- 
taiii that such a life is not good for 
young iieople, either boys or girls. It is 
not a healthy life. It develoiw morbid 
ideas, if nothing else. In tliis young 
girl's case it was not productive ot: vice, 
for all accounts agree that she was a 
Uioroughly good girl, but tho occasions in 
which this Is apt to bo the case, where 
young people are permitted to shape their 
lives for thcniselves are not many. The 
rererence lo this uiihapiiy cliilil is only 
to bring homo the lesson of tho remarks 
of the person guoted above, not to imply 
that she was the victim of neglect. What 
we wi^li to impress upon parents is the 
al.jsolute necessity of knowing what their 
children are growing u\> to be, and if pos- 
sible' keep them Xrom going into paths 
where they will find nothing In ,the end 
but sorrow. 

I'eopic have no .business to bring ehil- 
ili-en into the world, if they an; not 
lu-e'iared In do tlieir duty by them. This 
duly does not merely consist in seeing 
tiiat they haye enough to eat and wear, 
a good house to live In and sufliclent 
si hooling. It requires that they shall lie 
instrui-ted how to keep out of the way 
of temptation. Eve.ry man knows that 
the streets at night are not the proper 
place for a girl to spend her leisure or 
seek for eiijoymejit. lOvery woman 
ought to know it, or if shi^ doiw not, she 
is too ignorant to bi' iintrusted with the 
eare of children. Uul they do know 
it. The trouble is that they are de- 
ceived by the pernicious doctrine that 
cliildren must take their chance in the 
world, and that watchfulness breeds de- 
ceit. There, never were two more fal 
ucious ideas. It is quite true that every 
ino must take his chance in the -world. 
Hit children who are .allowed to roam 
aliout at their own sweet will before 
their dispositions ban: ,been formed, or 
before they are able to .recognize the 
line which divides amusement' from evil, 
are not given a chance. Nor is parental 
i-ontrol Kympathetieally ajiplied irksome'; 
m-itlier (hies it breed deceit, . but on' thft 
coutrarj encourages ciiuli<iejjce. 
, 'Vory few young peoplii who make shii> 
wreck of thcix lives intend lo do so. 
Now an-J then a case hapjt&us ■ where 
there seems to be such a disposition to 
evil that no influence is strouje enough to 
eounleract it. Heredity in siieh cases is 
doing jl.8 work. Uut such iustauces are 
'rare. The character of most youii.ff peo- 
ple Is like cJajr ini ,tho hands of the pot- 
ter, so for as respeiit to the laws of 
niornllty are concerned.

People from the towns of Alaska, with

«a.th« mail steamer Cottage City yes- 
terday, and enjoyed darine tlie ship's 
Itrlef stay at the outer •vrhari the only 
. wal fine weather they had met with in 
. Jaanr days. The Daiwaonites had no 
(old. There were twenty of them, who 
bad started for the Coast on the 2(ith 
and 27th of last mouth, ooming up the 
lakes on the steamer Florence M., mul 
who landed at Skagway with others 
from the Interior now on board the 
. trees. Two of these, carried gold — prob- 
ably thirty or forty thousand dollars' 
worth— in sacks. Tlis Cattago City pass- 
ed the Tecs in Granville channel, and 
in turn the City of Seattle passed tlu- 
Cottage City, being due at Seattle yes- 
terday. 

Prof. W. A. SatchL'll. Dr. AV. L. ,Ta- 
cobsou, A. A. Lawson and L. Vj. Uunt 
wore passengers southward on the Cot- 
tage City, They belong to the University 
of California, and form a botauieal ex- 

•peditioii wlio for upwards of two or 
tlin^o nioutlis have been studying na- 
ture on the island of OunaJaska — a plaee 
familiar by name to Vietorians, princi- 
pally beeauso of it being ii rendezvous 
for sealers, and peopled at present b.v 
nbout 300 inhabitants, with a mission 
school and two or three churehes. Of its 
Tegetable world, however little has been 
known other than what is traceable to 
liussian occupancy. It is because of this 
that the expedition was undertakeji, and

•isithe vessel that picked up the stranded 
;.pi!Oj»pectors at Valdoz, from the Copper 
Bhrer. country, and brought them to civ- 
.ilisfttion. There were thirty of ihose 
iimeQ. one of the least unfortunate having 
comedown on the Cottage City, btrt in 
snch a state of intoxication that he «ouJd 
not 'bc' interviewed. Hie others are all 
.It Jancau, some having been maimed for 
life by' frost, and some being under medi- 
cal' treatment for scurvy. They report 
not only that the Copper River country 
is a failure in point of richness, but that 
last winter 65 men in' .all lost their lives 
■either "through being frozen or from 
scurvy.

'.1. Tliat tliis nssoeialion is ci>iiipose<l of i 
dclegate:^ iliily acereilileii from each of 
the boards of tnide formcil in tlic liis- 
tricts of lOnst ami West Kimtentiy anil 
portions of tlio district of Ynlc, repre- 
senting the milling sectiuns of Knstcrn 
Britisli Columbia. 

2. Tliat it was with regret that your 
riiemorialist.s iearneii of the onnctinont of 
1 lanse 4 of BUI No. 80, being " An Act 
to .Ainond the Inspection of Motnllifer- 
ous Mines Act," by which section 13 of 
chapter IIM, R. S. B. O., is repealed and 
tlic following substituted therefor: 



"13. No person shall be employed under- 
griuind in any metalliferous mine for 
more llmn eight hours in every twenty- 
four hours," . ■ . ,.

1. It is submitted thiaf legisla'tion of 
such iinportnnce •and -vitally affecting 
such large vested interests , shoiild not 
have been passed by the legislature "wltli- 
out an opportunity having been" 'given :to 
tliose interested of expressiiig their 
opinion upon the subject. 

2. That the public generally were not 
aware that such legislation was being 
sought, and the first intimation that 
was had of such legislation being passed 
was through the columns of the news- 
papers. 

I!. Tluvt in obedience to the notice and 
ileiiiiind of the inspector of mines in 
lliat behalf, the suporiulendents of 
mines have complied with the rcnuire- 
lueiits oi: the law compliiiiied against, 
lull sucli eompiiiince was not made 
voluntarily, but only wLUi a desire to 
obey the law, and the acqiiiesiauice 
therein must not l)e tal;en us evidence 
(jf their satistaetioii with llie .same. 

•I. From the imiuiries they have made 
the members of tliis association are snl- 
istied that this eliiinge in the law was 
not asiiod 111!- liy tlie miners, and the 
enactment was ;is great a surprise to ihe 
miners as it w;is to the mine owners. No 
facts liaviiig lieeii adduced to show that 
llie miners '.vorldng in the metalliferous 
mines in the iiroviiice of British Oiliim- 
bia cotnplaiued against or suffered un- 
der Ihc system in vogue prior to llie liass- 
ing of the act, and in llie nbsenee of any 
petition or evidence before the legisla- 
ture that sueh a swee|)iiig change in th-.^ 
law was nslied for by tliose who ;irc most 
interested in tlie diange, narac'ly, the 
miners, it is stlliniitled tluit the mine 
owners are fully justilied in asking you 
not to enforce this law. 

r>. 'Pile I'.viierieiu'C during tile lias'. few 
inontlis in llic working of the eight-hour 
system in the mines of tlie Kossiaiul 
and other camps clearly demmist I'atos 
that men employed undor.i;roiind in met- 
alliferous mines cannot do as much work 
in a working day of eight hours as they 
can in one of ten hours; consequently, 
the cost of working per foot is greater 

under the former than under the latter 
system, and tlio mine owners will not 1) ■ 
able to boar the increased burden thus 
i-nLiiled. and a reduction of wages 
must follow. 

U. That the passing of this Ic^slation 
has had a very unsettling effect on the 
market. luvestors are timid and capi- 
tal, which was seolting investment in the 
province, has been withheld, awiiiting 
the action of the governmont in the 
liretuLses. That nothing could have been 
more promising than the outlook for 
large investments of Bnglish and East- 
ern Canadian capital in the Kootenays 
and Yale at the beginning of the year 
1S99, and, we regret to say, that the 
passing of the legisltitioii in question has 
cretited so much distrust in the minds 
of the investing public that a material 
change is noticeable. 

S. Mine owners and otliers iiiteresttd 
in mining in the Kootenays und Yale 
have so far luid reason to congrntulatu 
themselves upon the ploiisant relation- 
ship thai hits existed bt^twecn tlic eiii- 
])loyer and the employed, and it is fer- 
vently wislied tlnil nothing -will occur to 
ilisturb the harmony and iieace hereto- 
fore <>xisting. But. as .stated above, it 
will be impossible for mine owners to 
continue to jiay the rate of wages for 
eiglit hours' of labor that they have been 
paying for leu hours; the nl^cess:u-y al- 
ternative will be .'1 redact ion of wages, 
and uiioii such riMliictioii, s])cal;ing in tlie 
liglit of experi(}nc<>, consequcni-cs will 
ensue that will greatly retard the pro- 
gress of mining in the Kootentiys iind 
Yaii'. If the miners refuse to ncoei't 
these rcduetions, tlu! alternative will be 
the cbisiiig down of the majority of the 
mines. 

It is needless to ini]ircss ujion you. sir, 
tlie ilisastrous eirccl such a stale of af- 
fairs will entail upon Ihe jicople of Koot- 
onay .'iiid Vale, wlmse all is bound ui) in 
the jirogress and development of tin; 
great mineral rosoarc(!s of these districts. 
We, therefore, resijeotfully submit that 
it will bo in tile liest interests of all con- 
cerned tluit no stejis be taken to enforce 
the provisions of clause 1 of bill .\o. SO, 
and tlint the whole lUiUter be left in 
;ihev;incc until the next sessiim of the 
legislature, when both .sides of the (lues- 
tion can be fully discusscil :ind laid be- 
fore that honor:ib!e body.

DOG OWNERS' RIGHTS. 

A case came up before a local police 
judge recently wherein (the owner of a 
dog had been arrested for maintaining 
a vicious dog. What the merits of the 
case were we do not know, nor do thi-y 
cut any figure. The judge, uihju the 
<'.>Ntablishment of the dog's guilt (V) 
ordered that the animal be killed— in fact 
sent a written order to the chief of 
police to have his order carriwl into 
effect. It is about time that the owners 
of dog.s should know their rights in such 
cases. The order of a judge or any other 
ofncial in this respect has no more legal 
standing than would a penalty of death 
impose(l on a rooster for crowing, or an 
order |mi kill horses or stock for kicl.ing 
or breaking down fences. The remedy 
in all such cases is an action through 
the civil courts for any damage sus- 
taincHl by reason of injury li> person or 
propt.Tty against the owner of the ani- 
mal. 

We seriously (juestion tho right of any 
pouiidniastcr to put a (log to death for 
non-payment of the dog license by its 
owner. The proper action in this case 
iH by legal process in a civil court against 
tho owner.— Breeder and Sportsman.

Chi-sholui, -who is down to escort 
Mrs. Macdouald from VancouTcr back 
to ,thc Klondike. 

Speaking of Big Alec's reported as- 
siguiuont, Mr. Lowe declares thnt it was 
a mere banking formality, Macdonald 
having siu:ply given an assignment to 
the Dank of British North America to 
protect an overdraft until the time of 
the cleau-up.
